COVERING RAVAGES Of WAR 


Belgians Have Accomplished Wonders 
in Restoring Devastated Areas 
—Public Edifices Rebuilt. 


By the end of the year, if building 
goes on with the speed it has now 
attained, the war wilderness of Flan- 
lers not only will have resumed its 
prewar aspect in point of housing ac- 
tommodation, but will have modern 
improvements unknown in 1914. 

Motoring through the historic bat- 
tleground today one is impressed by 
the capacity of production of the 
Belgian people, Shell-choked wastes 
have given place to productive pas- 
tures and extensive vegetable gardens, 
Shattered walls have been replaced by 
somfortable farm houses. Men and 
women are gathering sustenance from 
fields which were the theater of 
armies. 

Almost 75,000 private dwellings out 
»f 100,000 destroyed or damaged have. 
reen built, and most of these are oc- 
supied by their former inhabitants. 
Inly ninety of the destroyed or dam- 
iged public buildings of Flanders re- 
nain unrepaired. The reconstruction 
of private houses has entailed an ex- 
pense of 685,000,000 francs, The pub- 
lle edifices have cost 125,000,000 
francs to rebuild. Most of this work 
has been done by the government 
through its special reconstruction de 
amore the Devastated Regions of- 

ce,

Peruvian Petroleum. 

Efforts are being made to develop 
more extensively the petroleum re- 
sources of Peru. The known depos- 
its of ofl occur on a very narrow strip 
of land between the foothills of the 
Andees and the shore of the Pacific, 
and much of this is flooded at high 
tide. Piles of railroad iron driven in 
the pure ocean sand, which varies in 
depth from five to fifty feet, are used 
as foundations for the derricks. The 
shallowest of the driven wells is 180 
feet, and the deepest 1,760 feet in 
depth, There is very little gas, and 
the oll is very heavy, so that it can 
be put into buckets with shovels, and 
it is carried direct to the furnaces 
to serve as fuel. 


Mango In Porto Rico. 

It is reported that the climate of 
Porto Rico is favorable-for the cultiva- 
tion of what has sometimes been called 
the finest of tropical fruits, the mango. 
But although mangoes abound in the 
island they are seedling trees, and 
the fruit is inferior to that of the 
famous Bombay mango, which ts a 
grafted tree. It is believed that fine 
mangoes could be grown in abundance 
in Porto Rico by importing the best 
grafts, and that the industry can be 
developed into an important one as 
soon as the excellence of the fruit be- 
comes known in the United States. 


Looking for Oil in Spain. 

It appears that there are at present 
eight companies engaged in explora- 
tion for oll in the Bilbao district, ac- 
cording to information published by 
the official chamber of mines at Bilbao. 
The denouncements of these eompa- 
nies in the Spanish Basque provinces 
alone of the Bilbao district cover many 
thousand acres of lands which have 
been favorably reported upon by the 
companies’ geologists. A number of 
borings have been made which have 
given favorable indications, but no re- 
sults of a definite character have as 
yet been achieved.

He was ambitious when he wanted to 
get started in life, he was energetic 
and adventurous, for he went to a far 
country; he wasted his money on har 
lots—that was his sin; he was hum- 
ble when he tried to earn an honest 
living even though it led him to the 
pig sty; he repented; he had common 
sense, so that he took the logical 
course of remedying his conduct, and 
when he reached home he confessed 
his sin. 

“Look at the older brother; he was 
Jealous, grouchy, greedy, ungrateful, 
disrespectful to his father, and stupid. 
The only virtue he had was that he 
stayed at home with the old man. 

“Somehow I imagine God liked the 
young fellow even from the beginning, 
for he had grit enough to strike out 
for himself, and vision enough to strike 
out far, while the older brother was a 
stay-at-home stick-in-the-mud. It’s the 
positive; adventurous disposition of the

@ failure in the beginning, Paderewski 
was expelled from one of the great 
conservatories of Europe and told he 
could never learn to play the plano. 
He was seriously recommended to 
study the piccolo as he then could al- 
ways get a job in an orchestra, Verdi 
wrote for twelve years and produced 
eighteen operas before he brought 
forth “Rigoletto,” his first seore of in- 
trinsic merit, perhaps, excepting 
“Ernani.” 

Henry Irving failed in his first ap- 
pearance, and was urged by all his 
friends to go back to the desk and 
ledger. Shelley’s first poem, “Queen 
Mab” was poor ¢.tuff, flimsy and inco- 
herent. Edison worked from eighteen 
to twenty hours a day for seven 
months trying to, teach a phonograph 
to pronounce the Jetter “s.” We || 
upon Chopin as ‘having his 
handed to him on a gold platter, yet 
his practice at the plano was for hours 
at a stretch, repeating a single bar over 
and ovér again for nearly a thousand 
times. 

These men made themselves gen- 
fuses by their own supreme efforts, 
raised what might have been mere 
mediocrity, or perhaps talent, to su- 
preme power.—William George Jor- 
dan, in The Forum. 


American Flour Regains Hold. 

American flour is regaining some- 
thing of its prewar hold in the mar- 
kets of Portuguese East Africa and, 
with direct steamer service now in- 
troduced, this tendency to return to 
the American product may be further 
accelerated. Before the war it was the 
general practice to mix the flour used 
for breadmaking, three-fifths Ameri- 
can hard wheat flour and two-fifths 
Australian suft wheat flour, but with 
the transportation difficulties and gov- 
ernmental regulation of the war, 
American goods were practically 
eliminated from the imports, says Con- 
sul Cecil M. P. Cross, Lourence 
Marques.

A Friend 


The following editorial from this 
morning’s issue of The Boston Globe 
adequately expresses the deep esteem in 
which the American people held our 
late President. 


A great heart has ceased to beat. Warren 
Gamaliel Harding, whatever the place as- 
signed to him in history, will be remembered 
as the President who always put kindness 
first. He fairly radiated affection and on 
every side people warmed to him. The tone 
in which his former colleagues in the Senate 
spoke his name, ‘‘ Warren,” was an index of 
his character. It was never uttered harshly, 
even though the man who happened to be 
using it differed diametrically from the 
President on a matter of policy. One might 
be tried at the Presidential point of view, 
but never with the man himself, if one had 
really come to know him. 

President Harding reached the White 
House on the crest of the highest wave of 
votes this country has ever seen. His 
7,000,000 majority was composed of a mot- 
ley array of protests. Just what the people 
meant when they marked their ballots none 
could tell, but it was evident that they were 
wearied, indignant, put out with what had 
been. 

Seasoned students of politics predicted 
that the huge majority would split into 
contending fragments just as soon as the 
Government was taken over by the winning 
party. Fairly competent prophets asserted 
that the lack of coherence would produce a 
hopeless situat‘on within four months of 
inauguration. They had not reckoned with 
the gine} qualities of the President. 
Fore liked him instinctively. At every 
ublic appearance he made a new set of 


riends. His smile could not dispel the | 


threatening clouds hovering over a post-war 
world. It could not change the ugly econom- 
ic facts left from the conflict. But it was so 
gracious and so sympathetic, so wholly from 
the heart, that the day of inevitable splits 
within his own party was deferred. The 
millions who voted for the President had 
given him a high place in their regard and 
were loth to find fault with a party which 
had promised the impossible and the contra- 
dictory, but which had drafted one of the

The mere routine of a Chief Executive is 
about the hardest job on earth. This was 
not always so, but as the pressure of public 
business has grown those who have been at 
the head of the affairs of the Nation have 
been compelled to brace themselves to meet 
new demands. Theodore Roosevelt exulted 
in his work, but before he was 60 the mark of 
death was upon him. Perhaps it was only 
his experiences in the jungles which broke 
his health. Yet one cannot help wondering 
whether he might not be alive today had he 
not put in those seven and more strenuous 
years as President. Mr. Taft was obliged to 
train like an athlete, and Mr. Wilson col- 
lapsed under the burden. 

Mr. Harding’s trip, which’according to his 
physicians, has deprived the Nation of its 
President, was undertaken at the bidding of 
his great heart. Heloved people, and was most 
delighted when he was among them and felt 
keenly that it was the duty of the President 
to show himself and get acquainted. He 
made speeches when he should have been 
resting in his berth. Such a course was char- 
acteristic of the man. He did not want to 
disappoint those who had come miles to see 
their President, and he would himself have 
been grieved at being deprived of the oppor- 
tunity of smiling down into the upturned 
faces of his fellow-countrymen. 

A visitor to the White House tells how 
the President was engaged inreceiving a large 
company of children a few months ago. 
Most of the little ones came trooping for- 
ward to shake hands, A few boys and girls 
overcome by shyness, hung back abashed. 
It was these that Mr. Harding saw first. He 
made his way to them, held out his hand, 
and, in a few moments, the most bashful of 
the children were made to feel that their 
President had been waiting especially to see 
them. 

The man who lies dead in San Francisco 
is mourned because he was accepted by 
millions as their friend. He entered office in 
troublous times, but that never affected his 
beaming smile. Nothing could interfere with 
that. He loved his people and they are con- 
scious that they have lost one who was first 
and last their friend, the President with the

How Fredericksburg Inspired Clara 


when Clara Barton voluntarily aban- 
doned her business of teaching school 
in a New Jersey town and enlisted as 
a nurse in the hospital of the Union 
army. From the outset she insisted 
upon doing duty at the front. She 
was especially interested in one of 
the regiments from New Jersey, and 
before the men in that command went 
into action she ministered to them in 
a way that won their gratitude, An 
incident which she never forgot oc- 
curred after the battle of Fredericks- 
burg, say the records.

Those in Use Centuries Ago More 
Sumptuous, but Less Comfort- 
able Than Couches of Today. 

A drastic law of Nature requires 
that we spend nearly a third of our 
lives at insensible rest, and it is a 
normal consequence that we should 
have become connoisseurs of that piece 
of furniture whieh comforts or annoys 
sleep—our beds, remarks the Kansas

Hundreds of generations have been 
before our time, ahd all of these count- 
less people slumbered as we do; not, 
however, upon box springs and hair 
mattresses. The ancients slept upon 
skins thrown upon the ground, Later, 
pallets of loose rushes, heather, or 
straw were considered a great im- 
provement, until the Romans thought 
of using feathers, and the upper 
classes placed the cushions upon 
couches, which had been in use also 
among the Egyptians and later Greeks. 

The beds of Frarice of the Seven- 
teenth century were stimpttiou’ crea- 
tions and played an important part in 
social-affairs. It was the custom that 
a bride, on the day following her mar- 
riage, should retire to her bed and 
welcome the visitors who came to pay 
their respects. Again on the third day 
a lady of high rank would recline upon 
her couch and receive all the court. A 
widow of this period also kept to her 
bed for several days after the death 
of her husband, and friends offering 
sympathy called upon her there, 

Queen Elizabeth held each day a 
morning consultation with her minis- 
ters while yet in bed.
